‘ing civilian clothes. When the courses of 
instruction were finished, they were 
transferred as sergeants to MVD offices 
in Lithuania. Training almost 
exclusively consisted of indoctrination 
and only occasionally included drill 
with and without rifles in the inner 
courtyard. The trainees were to be 
commissioned as officers after serving 
one more year With an MVD office. Besides 
the courses for officer candidates, there 
were also short four—to six-week courses 
for officers hoiding ranks up to captain. 
The officers were selected from 

the whole of Lithuania.
